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DON (born 1st February 1937) and PHIL (born 19th January 
1939) were and are The Everly Brothers, one of the most signifi- 
cant recording acts in the history of popular music 

Born into a country music family, DON and PHIL quickly found 
themselves featured on their parents’ (Ike and Margaret) Ken- 
tucky based radio show, which led to A & R man/session guitar- 
ist Chet Atkins taking an interest in the teenage duo. 

After a debut 45 on the US Columbia label, Don and Phil signed 
to the independent Cadence label (1957), which led toa string of 
major hits. Many, Such as “Bye Bye Love,’ “All | Have To Do Is 
Dream, “Take A Message To Mary, “Devoted To You,” “Bird 
Dog, “Problems,” and “Poor Jenny” written by the husband and 
wife team of Boudleaux and Felice Bryant, along with the Everly's 
own compositions “Wake Up Little Susie,’ “When Will | Be 
Loved?” and “(Til) | Kissed You.” 


In 1960 the Brothers signed to the fledgling Warner Brothers 
label and released their biggest ever hit “Cathy's Clown” fol- 
lowed by others such as ‘Ebony Eyes” (1961), “The Ferris 
Wheel’ (1964) and “Gone, Gone, Gone" (1964). 

During the latter part of the Sixties personal differences ended 
the Everly Brothers’ recording career as a duo and they have not 
recorded together since 1972 (‘Pass The Chicken And Listen” 
LR RCA Records), although they still record individually. 

This Extended Play 45 is a unique tribute by Nick and Dave to 
The Everly Brothers’ immense influence on their own recording 
careers and to one of the most enduring recording acts in the 
history of popular and rock music.

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A Foreword by ARTHUR FIEDLER 


HE Boston Pops Orchestra takes its name from a shorten- 

ing of the term Popular Concerts. That brings up a 
question which is always before me: “What kind of pro- 
gram material makes concerts popular?” The late Theodore 
Thomas, a famous conductor, summed it up neatly years 
ago when he said: “Popular music is familiar music.” In 
other words, familiarize the public with music with which 
it has had slight acquaintance, or none, and popular accep- 
tance and demand will follow eventually. But that is really 
oversimplifying a large-scale problem. 

The first hurdle to get over is the plain and staring fact 
that most people indulge themselves in prejudices which 
they dislike giving up, even for their own good. One indi- 
vidual is prejudiced against “‘classical” music, and another 
against the “popular” type. I enjoy attempting to cure both 
kinds of prejudices, and seem to have had some success at it.

Band 1 — Flute Cocktail 


| “Tf anything sounds better to me than a flute,” someone said, 
“it’s two flutes.” Well, here are three. The brilliant Boston 
Pops trio of players are: First Flute James Pappoutsakis, 
Philip Kaplan, and George Madsen. Although “Jimmie” was 
born in Cairo, Egypt, he and his colleagues all trained under 
the fabulous Georges Laurent of the Boston Symphony. Each 
has made many appearances as concert soloist. Here they 
have been given something worthy of their skill by Harry 
Simeone, composer in his own right, as well as expert 
arranger for Fred Waring.

that — just reading the music — so did Arthur Fiedler, who 
started his career as a Boston Symphony violinist. Having 
studied composition under the late Gustav Strube, he collabo- 
rated with composer Dick Hayman to bring out the full 
possibilities of the piece when played by the large and 
dazzling Boston Pops string section. This is conductor 
Fiedler’s first acknowledged fling in the composition field. 
Hayman has led the careers of composer, harmonica virtuoso, 


and arranger for Vaughn Monroe.

Band 1 — Wing-Ding 


This title corresponds to the term aviators use for a festive 
get-together. The piece gives the orchestra a workout in the 
same spirit, each section getting a chance to have a good 
time. Composer Lou Singer has a rare background. He 
launched into music as a boy prodigy pianist, then studied 
at the Juilliard School and Columbia University, was a pupil 
in composition of such a notable as Bernard Wagenaar. 


Band 2 — Francesca 


Composer of some hundred songs, Sherman Feller says this 
is his first large-scale instrumental piece, and his favorite 
among all his works. Son of operetta tenor Harry Feller. 
this popular Boston entertainer and disk jockey is self- 
taught. In the Army he wrote three musical shows, and was 
put on the staff of the School for Special Services. His musi- 
cal schooling, he says, was a process of “rubbing off talent” 
from associates in the entertainment field, by studying their 
work and profiting by their friendly advice. This piece started 
as an effort to write something for his mother, Frances. 
Somehow, it developed a Latin flavor, so he altered the name 
accordingly. Subsequently he made a song adaptation of the 
Pops version.

1939) were and are The Everly Brothers, one of the most signifi- 
Cant recording acts in the history of popular music 

Born into a country music family, DON and PHIL quickly found 
themselves featured on their parents’ (Ike and Margaret) Ken- 
tucky based radio show, which led to A & R man/session guitar- 
ist Chet Atkins taking an interest in the teenage duo 

After a debut 45 on the US Columbia label, Don and Phil signed 
to the independent Cadence label (1957), which led toa string of 
major hits. Many, such as “Bye Bye Love,’ “All | Have To Do Is 
Dream,’ “Take A Message To Mary,” “Devoted To You,’ “Bird 
Dog,” “Problems,” and “Poor Jenny” written by the husband and 
wife team of Boudleaux and Felice Bryant, along with the Everly’s 
Own compositions “Wake Up Little Susie.’ “When Will | Be 
Loved?” and “(Til) | Kissed You.” 





In 1960 the Brothers signed to the fledgling Warner Brothers 
label and released their biggest ever hit “Cathy's Clown” fol- 
lowed by others such as “Ebony Eyes” (1961), “The Ferris 
Wheel” (1964) and “Gone, Gone, Gone" (1964) 

During the latter part of the Sixties personal differences ended 
the Everly Brothers’ recording career as a duo and they have not 
recorded together since 1972 ("Pass The Chicken And Listen” 
LR RCA Records), although they still record individually. 

This Extended Play 45 is a unique tribute by Nick and Dave to 
The Everly Brothers’ immense influence on their own recording 
careers and to one of the most enduring recording acts in the 
history of popular and rock music.

A Foreword by ARTHUR FIEDLER 


HE Boston Pops Orchestra takes its name from a shorten- 

ing of the term Popular Concerts. That brings up a 
question which is always before me: “What kind of pro- 
gram material makes concerts popular?” The late Theodore 
Thomas, a famous conductor, summed it up neatly years 
ago when he said: “Popular music is familiar music.” In 
other words, familiarize the public with music with which 
it has had slight acquaintance, or none, and popular accep- 
tance and demand will follow eventually. But that is really 
oversimplifying a large-scale problem. 

The first hurdle to get over is the plain and staring fact 
that most people indulge themselves in prejudices which 
they dislike giving up, even for their own good. One indi- 
vidual is prejudiced against “classical” music, and another 
against the “popular” type. I enjoy attempting to cure both 
kinds of prejudices, and seem to have had some success at it. 


SIDE 1 
Band 1 — Flute Cocktail 


“Tf anything sounds better to me than a flute,” someone said, 
“it?s two flutes.” Well, here are three. The brilliant Boston 
Pops trio of players are: First Flute James Pappoutsakis, 
Philip Kaplan, and George Madsen. Although “Jimmie” was 
born in Cairo, Egypt, he and his colleagues all trained under 
the fabulous Georges Laurent of the Boston Symphony. Each 
has made many appearances as concert soloist. Here they 
have been given something worthy of their skill by Harry 
Simeone, composer in his own right, as well as expert 
arranger for Fred Waring. 


Band 2— No Strings Attached 


As the title implies, this gets up off the earth. From the first 
rehearsal, the Pops string players took to it. And even before 


that — just reading the music —so did Arthur Fiedler, who 
started his career as a Boston Symphony violinist. Having 
studied composition under the late Gustav Strube, he collabo- 
rated with composer Dick Hayman to bring out the full 
possibilities of the piece when played by the large and 
dazzling Boston Pops string section. This is conductor 
Fiedler’s first acknowledged fling in the composition field. 
Hayman has led the careers of composer, harmonica virtuoso, 
and arranger for Vaughn Monroe. 


SIDE 2 
Band 1 — Wing-Ding 


This title corresponds to the term aviators use for a festive 
get-together. The piece gives the orchestra a workout in the 
same spirit, each section getting a chance to have a good 
time. Composer Lou Singer has a rare background. He 
launched into music as a boy prodigy pianist, then studied 
at the Juilliard School and Columbia University, was a pupil 
in composition of such a notable as Bernard Wagenaar. 


Band 2 — Francesca 


Composer of some hundred songs, Sherman Feller says this 
is his first large-scale instrumental piece, and his favorite 
among all his works. Son of operetta tenor Harry Feller. 
this popular Boston entertainer and disk jockey is self- 
taught. In the Army he wrote three musical shows, and was 
put on the staff of the School for Special Services. His musi- 
cal schooling, he says, was a process of “rubbing off talent” 
from associates in the entertainment field, by studying their 
work and profiting by their friendly advice. This piece started 
as an effort to write something for his mother, Frances. 
Somehow, it developed a Latin flavor, so he altered the name 
accordingly. Subsequently he made a song adaptation of the 
Pops version.
